End Seen Nea r 


Notional Crisis 
Expected In Week 


PA RIS 
—Under fierce attacks 
from its enemies, almost aban­ 
doned by its friends and out of 
breath from past efforts, Prem ier 
Edgar 
Faure’s 
government 
ap­ 
pears nearing the end of its nme- 
month-old life. 
Many deputies In the National 
Assembly are openly predicting the 
start of a Cabinet crisis within a 
week. 
The 
Prem ier himself is 
reported ready for anything and 
expecting the worst. 
Faure got into his new trouble 
over how and when to hold early 
general elections. His enemies, and 
even a few of his political allies, 
are waiting only to decide how and 
when to get rid of him. An excuse 
might be found as early as Satur­ 
day, or the situation may be al­ 
lowed to string along until next, 
week. 
Some favor a debate on general 
policies, or on Morocco, which 
might lead the Premier to ask for 
a vote of confidence. He could 
then be eased aside. Others want 
to force Faure to hang himself on 
the election issue, which has split 
the Cabinet wide open. 
Until he brought up the idea of 
voting in December, instead of 
next June as regularly scheduled, 
the Prem ier had been able to patch 
up Assembly majorities to approve 
major 
policies. 
Now 
it 
seems 
doubtful he can get backing for 
anything. 
The election issue gave former 
Prem ier 
Pierre 
Mendes-France 
and other leading Radical Socialist 
deputies the chance to move into 
open opposition. Faure is also a 
Radical Socialist, but many mem­ 
bers of his party for a long time 
have supported him only to make 
a show of party unity. 
On the last two votes of confi­ 
dence 
on 
Faure’s 
demand 
for 
December elections under a sys­ 
tem of proportional representation, 
the Cabinet survived only through 
the backing of the CommunLsts. 
Faure’s troubles started Oct. 6 
when he ousted four Social Re­ 
publican (Gaullist) ministers who 
openly opposed his policies in Mo­ 
rocco. Since then, he has had no 
assured working majority of the 
Assembly. 
December elections now are out 
of the question. There is still a 
slim hope for a January vote, but 
few deputies believe that even this 
is possible. There seems almost 
no chance for any vigorous action 
in any field by the government 
during the present state of uncer­ 
tainty over elections.

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L ib eralism vs. Mo d eratio n 
While the no rthern wing o f the Demo cratic 
party is try ing to avo id a recurrence o f the 
frict o n that split the Demo craic co nventio n in 
1952, there are still signs that it do esn’t see 
ey e to ey e with tfce so uthern wing o n the 
party ’s ro le fo r the future. 
The no rthern liberals have agreed no t to pro s« 
fo r the “ lo y alty o ath,’* by which all delegates 
to the co nventio n wo uld pledge suppo rt fo r the 
party no minte, but they are sho wing no signs 
o f y ielding to the co nservative so uth o n the is­ 
sue o f mo deratio n. 
Witho ut mentio ning names, Fo rmer President 
Truman to ld party leaders in Chicago that he 
will wo rk fo r the no minatio n o f a liberal and 
pro gressive candidate, which is exactly where 
o nt might expect to find him. 
Whether that candidate might be Adlai Steph­ 
enso n o r Axerell Harriman, Truman will no t 
say at this time, but he is sho wing a very stro ng 
affinity fo r the things Stevenso n is say ing, which 
wo uld seem to indicate a preference fo r the 
1952 no minee. 
Harriman is perhaps even mo re liberal than 
Stevenso n, but in this respect he is no t likely 
to be a favo rite in the so uth, where the spirit 
o f co nservatism still runs high. 
While the Demo crats are pressing fo r unity 
within the party , Truman struck the key no te 
when he said that he didn’t believe in unity 
o btained at the price o f co m pro mise that wo uld 
steer the party o n a co nservative co urse. 
Evidence that all party leaders are no t o f 
o ne mind o n the subject o f liberalism is the 
sentiment o f Sen. Ly ndo n B. Jo hnso n o f Texas, 
majo rity leader in the Senate. 
Sen. Jo hnso n has been telling visito rs that 
he favo rs the ado ptio n o f a mo derate platfo rm 
at next y ear’s co nventio n. Harriman has al­ 
ready indicated there might be a fight o n that 
po int. 
It will be interesting to see bo w the divergent 
po int o f view fall in place co me co nventio n 
time. 
If President Eisenho wer sho uld decide to seek 
a seco nd term, it is o ur guess that the Demo ­ 
crats will co mpro mise so me o f their liberalism 
with so uthern co nservatio n in a bid to recap­ 
ture s<me o f the Dixxie gro undthey lo st in 1952.

Mo nday , may find so me answers 
to the scho o l pro blem — but.

po ssessio ns, 
sug­ 
gesting this: 
That they call co nferences o f peo ­ 
ple fro m vario us walks o f life— 
teachers, labo r peo ple, civic lead­ 
ers, and so o n—to talk o ver what 
they tho ught sho uld be do ne. 
Meanwhile, Eisenho wer appo int­ 


ed a 34-man co mmittee o f hi* o wn 
—also fro m vario us gro ups—bead­ 
ed by Neil H. Me Elro y , president 
o f the Pro cter A Gamble Co . o f 
Cincinnati. 
All the states and territo ries had 
co nferences. The president’s co m­ 
mittee met a number o f times. 
Co ngress vo ted 8900.000 to pay the 
o ver-all expenses. No w the dele­ 
gates have co me here fo r the big 
meeting. 
This is ho w the co nference will 
wo rk: 
Each table o f 10 picks a chair­ 
man, then discusses the six ques­ 
tio ns o ne at a time, starting with 
No . l. 
Each chairman draws up a re­ 
po rt o n what he thinks was the 
majo rity view at his table o n ques­ 
tio n No . 1. Then these 180 chair­ 
men mo ve to 18 tables, 10 to a 
table, pick a chairman, and dis­ 
cuss pro blem No . 1. 
Then each o f these 18 chairmen 
draws up a repo rt o n what he 
thinks was the majo rity view at 
his table. Next the 18 chairmen 
mo ve to two tables, nine to a ta­ 
ble. Each table picks a chairman 
and discusses pro blem No . L 
The two remaining chairmen get 
to gether and draw’ up a repo rt o n 
what they think was the majo rity 
view at their two tables. And 
they make their repo rt to all 1,800 
co nferees. 
Then the who le thing starts o ver 
again o n questio n No . 2. And so 
o n until all majo rity views o n all 
six questio ns have been repo rted 
to the co nference. These six re­ 
po rts fro m the co nference are to 
go to the President’s 34-man co m­ 
mittee. 
So metime in January , perhaps, 
this co mmittee will make reco m­ 
mendatio ns to the President, 
Then it’s up to Eisenho wer to 
make reco mmendaio ns, if any . to 
Co ngress.

Diab etes Hered itary? 
Mo st difficult to answer is a que* 
tio n o ften received by this writer 
o n what the chances are o f a child 
with o ne o r mo re parents with dia­ 
betes develo ping the same disease. 
As o ne lady wro te, “ My husband 
has been taking insulin fo r many 
y ears We have a two y ear o ld 
so n who seems perfectly no rmal. 
Will he have diabetes to o ? ” 
The questio n 
is whether dia­ 
betes sho uld be 
co nsidered 
an 
inherited 
dis­ 
ease. 
best way to re­ 
ply this is to 
say that it is 
co nsidered 
an 
hereditary dis­ 
ease 
but cer­ 
tainly no t all children o f parents 
with diabetes develo p it. Further- 
mo re, o nly abo ut o ne quarter o f 
tho se who develo p diabetes can dig 
up a family histo ry ’ o f the disease. 
Our present kno wledge o f the 
way in which dabetes s carried 
suggests that o n the average o nly 
abo ut o ne child in fo ur wo uld hav* 
diabetes if o ne parent has the dis­ 
ease and the o ther is no t carry ing 
any tendency in that directio n. 
If bo th parents have diabetes, 
o ne might expect all the children 
to have it also , tho ugh it do es no t 
alway s turn o ut this way . 
There are o ther things besides 
heredity which enter into the de­ 
velo pment o f diabetes. The co n­ 
ditio n co mes fro m a diso rder o f 
certain cells in a small gland ly ing 
inside the abdo men kno wn as the 
pancreas. This in turn is affected 
by o ther internal glands, such as 
the pituitary , the adrenals and the 
thy ro id. 
Paricularly impo rtant fro m the 
practical standpo int is the kno w­ 
ledge that o verweight greatly in­ 
creases the chances o f develo ping 
diabetes. 
In o ne series o f diabetic pat­ 
ients, mo re than three quarters 
were definitely o verweight and o n­ 
ly eight in o ne hundred were be­ 
lo w no rmal weight. Just exactly 
why this o ccurs is still o bscure, 
but po ssibly a perso n that is al­ 
ready susceptible to diabetes can­ 
no t stand the extra strain o f fat 
and the pancreatic cells repon* 
sible fo r the disease break do wn 
mo re easily under such circum* 
stances. 


lo an applicatio ns fo llo wing passage 
o f the 1955 law, which dro pped 
the interest rate and lengthened 
repay ment time up to 50 y ears 
Hazeltine said. 
He added that, at the present 
rate, applicatio ns wo uld eat up the 
500 millio n do llar go veramen lo an 
allo wance in “ a very sho rt time.” 
Do rmito ry co nstructio n needs have 
been estimated at 4 billio n do llars 
o ver the next few y ears. 
So me legislatio n befo re Co ngress 
wo uld abo lish the co llege ho using 
pro gram. Others wo uld bo o st the 
interest rate higher than 3^4 per 
cent. 
By getting mo re private mo ney 
into the pro gram thro ugh raising 
interest rates, Hazeltine declared, 
mo re co llege ho using needs wo uld 
be fulfilled. Reliance so lely o n the 
federal go vernment, 
he added, 
wo uld lead to disappo intment and 
delay in many cases. 
At the seme time, Hazeltine gave 
assurance that the Eisenho wer ad­ 
ministratio n wo uld permit the pro - 
gram to develo p “ witho ut budget­ 
ary limits to the fuU extent auth­ 
o rized by the law.” Still, he po inted 
o ut, “ Only the mo st pressing of 
needs can be satisfied.” 
He termed the present interest 
rate “ artificially lo w,” with the 
result that private participatio n in 
financing residence hail co nstruc­ 
tio n was disco uraged. 
Admitting that co llege lo ans are 
“ no t truly expense items,” he 
co untered that they do represent 
no w “ an annual net o utgo fro m 
the treasury .” 
Sums o f the magnitude o f co l­ 
lege ho using needs to day “ sho uld 
co me primarily fro m the private 
investment reso urces o f the natio n, 
rather than fro m the federal go v­ 
ernment,” acco rding to Hazeltine. 
Where a co llege’s credit is shaky , 
he co ntinued, the go vernment can 
be o r assistance, but in o ther 
cases it wo uld be preferable fo r 
the institutio ns to go to private 
lending agencies. In the lo ng run, 
that wo uld benefi every bo dy , he 
said.

The SEC champ generally winds 
up in New Orleans at the Sugar 
Bowl, but there’s no guarantee. 
And there’s no guarantee as to 
who the SEC champ will be either. 
AH four of the bpwl hopefuls have 
a chance. 
The Gator Bowl, Sun Bowl and 
lesser postseason games also hinge 
on the outcome of tomorrow’s 
games. 
Two bowls already have their 
pairings made in view of confer­ 
ence tieups.
